The theft was committed some. time 
yesterday. M. Camibon, who is 82 years 
old and collaborated with King Edward 
VII. in the formation’ of the entente, 
has been in Versailles for.the last 
month. ‘ 

The theft was discovered when M. 
Jules. Cambon visited his -brother’s 
house to inspect the safe in which the 
papers were kept. He found the safe 
broken open. The two servents in the 
house were arrested. 

Nothing in the house was disturbed 
except the double. locked file contain- 
ing the secret documents. These ‘are 
known to include. the.entire corre 
spondence with Eéward VII. during the 
formation of the entente, with the. se- 
cret promises then made to the Frepch

The recent campaign against bucket 
stiops In Chicago has opened the eyes 
of the public to the methods and menace 
of fake brokers and swindlers. The ex-~- 
posures and failures of these shady con- 
cerns will undoubtedly put many invest- 
ors and prospective investors on their 
guard and serve as a warning to them 
to have no dealings with strangers. It 
is likely, too, that many—especially 
those who have suffered loss through 
dealing with these crooked houses—will 
become wary and may even decide that 
they are through with all investments. 

It. is & very good thing for the public 
to understand the workings of crooks 
who are fleecing investors of millions 
of dollars, for the more their methods 
are known the more the public is fore- 
warned. When these fly-by-night “ bro- 
kers ” resume operations.in our midst 
-~for they will, under some name or 
other—they may find an awakened pub- 
lic which will not so readily fail into 
their snares. But they will develop new 
tricks and continue to victimize the pub- 
lic, at least until such time as the law 
recognizes them as robbers—which they 
are—and fixes their punishment accord- 


ingly. F 
Great as the menace of the bucket shop 


“and fake broker undoubtedly is, it should 


not, however, discourage in- 
vestment. All business ‘is built on in- 
vestment. The entire economic structure 
of the world is built on investments. 
So are individual fortunés. Without in- 
vestments there can be no business, no 
building, no progress; in fact, no civil- 
ization. Investment is as nécessary to 
our economic life as foundations to a 
building or food to our bodies. And it 
is the public that supports investment— 
the savings of the individual put to 
work for the common good of all and 
for the personal profit of the individ- 
val. . 

Wealth is not acquired by saving alone. 
Tt is gained through.investment. Money 
lytng idle increases only as savings are 
added to it. The procéss is one of addi. 
tion. Money wisely invested multiplics. 


The process is more rapid arid becomes 


increasingly so. It is well to save until 
you have enough to invest. Money was 
not made to keep; it ahould be put to 
work for you. Money will earn money— 
but not if unemployed. It should be 
put into some legitimate enterprise 
where it will receive an adequate re- 
turn for its services.

Securities of this 
sort can be purchased through the well 
established and reputable investment 
houses. Deal only through such—never 
with strangers. Fortunes are made 
through wise investments. Fortunes are 
lost through foolish investments.

VERDICT DRAWS 


eer! ANOTHER ATTACK 


Washington, D. C., July .28.—The as- 
signed coal car decision of the interstate 
commerce commission was attacked 
today from a new quarter. The Guard- 
ian Savings and Trust company of Cleve- 
land, appearing as trustee for the owners 
of equipment trust certificates which 
are based upon the purchase of private 
cars, complained that the decision 
threatened to partially destroy the secur- 
ity behind such investment. The com- 
mission was asked to grant a rehearing. 

The assigned car decision, in addition 
to requiring railroads to cease giving 
special car service to mines producing 
railroad fuel, prohibited them also from 
furnishing privately owned cars exciu- 
sively to thelr owners in times of car 
shortage and required that such car

The trust company estimated that 
there were 28,000 private coal cars in 
service; that these had been purchased 
at the high price levels of 1920 in a large 
number of cases by the use of money 
borrewed through the issuance of equip- 
ment trust certificates. The commis- 
sion’s decision was said to necessitate 
the borrowing of such cars for sale on 
the limited market which ;

Thirteen million automobdiles are lick- 
ing up an average of about 430 gallons 
per year each.

There 
are now about 35,000 of the stations, and 
probably 150,000 gasoline pumps, some 
in garages, some at coumtry storea, and 
al lover. 

Probably half of the “ drive in” sta- 
tions are operated by refining companies, 
but between the refiners and other retail 
establishments are jobbers, marketers, 
etc. Thousands of marketers handle 
the gas direct from refiner to consumer. 
Many of these traders, some of whom 
have built up- businesses after. many 
years of service, find themselves in a 
most embarrassing situation.

The normal flow of gasoline from re- 
fineries to consumer is proceeding in 
a great variety of channels, but with 
stmnall margins of profit. But here and 
‘there throughout the oil fields there is 
a financially weak refiner with an over- 
stock of gasoline, He must have money 
quick, or curtains! Here the tndustrial 
wrecker appears on the scene—a familiar 
and unpleasant type in times of general 
business depression. There are men who 
live on other men's difficulties. They 
usually pile up hig cash reserves against 
the day when business distress will fur- 
nish bargains. . 

Just now the independent refiner who 
is In financial straits is their meat. They 
cam go to him and get gasoline far be- 
lew the cost of’ production. This gas 
is brought to the centers of consumption 
and sold .to retailers here and there at, 
prices far below the formal wholesale 
rates. The result is chaos. A station on 
one corner may be getting gas at far 
lower prices than the wholesaler who 
supplies the next station can get it for 
at the refineries. 

Retailers or intermediate distributors 
who some time ago signed contracts with 
refiners to bay gas at a margin below 
tank wagon rates suddenly find their con- 
tracts worse than worthless. The re- 
finer dealing direct with the public also 
finds himself in the midst of an oily sea 
of troubles, with waves that his oll can’t 
calm.

To eliminate: the “ gasoline bootlegger ” 
a large number, perhaps a big majority 
of the marketers, believe that the re- 
tail price ought to be cut so low that 
he will be driven out of business and 
normalcy restored. Producers and re- 
finers who claim that there is no money 
at present prices claim that this remedy 
‘would be worse than the disease and in 
the end react both on dealers and con- 
sulmers in the form of a gasoline famine. 
They say that the whole oversupply is

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A REMARKABLE STORM. 

O open boats filled with the sur- 
vivors of the steamship Trevessa 
crept into the Reunion islands 
on the 27th of last June.

Was the ty- 
phoon that sank the Trevessa the same 
storm which crossed over Canada and 
the United States from June 24 to27, 
leaving a path of floods and deéstruc- 
tion in.its wake?

The typoon that sank tlie ship 
passed on June 5: It was on the Pa- 
cific storm track. It must have been, 
for there are no other typhoon tracks 
active in that part of the world. 

The Pacific storm track passes over 
America. It enters this country near 
Seattie, rises over Canada, comes south 
in the negion of the Great Lakes, and 
goes out ‘over New York. A storm off 


Java on June 5 would be due to pasa 


over the center of the American con- 
tinent on June 26, of about twenty- 
one days later. 

On June 25, 26 and 27 the storm did 
cross. It was accompanied by a deep 
funrfel of barimetric low preasure, far 
in excess of any local cause. It cut a 
swath from Mianesota to New York. 
Rain poured down in torrents in many 
places, and much damage was done by 
the wind. As it went east it gained 
in electrical intensity, until it sounded 
like camponading as it croesed the Ap- 
plachiana. ‘ 

Typhoons lose intensity as they 
move away from water, without ap- 
parently losing their identity. Many 
meteorologists report of storms which 
travel half way or more around ths 
earth. This typhoon seems to have
